Around 92 soldiers 
returned home yesterday 
evening from Afghanistan 
after another successful 
tour. 

Although the flight was 
delayed more than 16 
hours because of the ash 
cloud over the Atlantic 
Ocean, many of the sol¬ 
diers said waiting that ex¬ 
tra while was not difficult. 

“It’s no problem, we are 
used to this, said Lt.-Col. 
Jeriy Walsh. “Many of us 
have been on numerous 
missions, so it’s not a big 
deal when you get delayed 


a few hours here and 
there.” 

This was Walsh’s fourth 
time returning home from 
Afghanistan in only the 
last two years. He said this 
last tour was a success be¬ 
cause of the transforma¬ 
tion the countiy is going 
through. 

“A lot of things have 
changed in Afghanistan in 
the last few months and 
the troops have done in¬ 


credible work. It’s a real 
change in the mission.” 

He explained that the 
change in the mission 
would have a more direct 
impact on the local people. 

“We now focus more on 
the population more than 
anything else. And that has 
resulted in a real change in 
Afghanistan. The soldiers 
have been very proud of 
what they have been able 
to do.” 


One soldier, Dane 
Roberts, said it was his first 
time being deployed in 
Afghanistan. In the approx¬ 
imately eight-month peri¬ 
od he spent there, he said 
that the changes were 
clearly visible. 

“Things have seemed to 
have gotten a lot better 
while we were there,”

Robert White also 
argued yesterday that a 
guilty verdict would 
threaten the very founda¬ 
tion of business in Alberta. 

He said in his final argu¬ 
ments before Judge Ken 
Tjosvold that the matter 
should have been handled 
at the provincial level — 
with fines — if Syncrude 
indeed violated its regula¬ 
tor agreement with the 
government in the duck 
deaths. 

Instead, said White, the 
company was unfairly 
bushwhacked “through 
the back door” with two 
environmental charges 
that don’t apply. 

“That is a denial of fair¬ 
ness, justice, common 
sense and decency,” White 
told Tjosvold in provincial 
court. 

If Syncrude is found 
guilty, then the ground 
will have shifted for eveiy 
company in Alberta, 

White argued. 

It means that even if 
business owners follow all 
the regulator rules, they 
still might be charged un¬ 
der environmental laws, 
he said.

RBC Local Hockey Leadt 
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U of A researchers continue to be at 
forefront of fight against brain cancer 


research Medical re¬ 
searchers at the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta have pub¬ 
lished evidence that the 
orphan generic drug 
Dichloroacetate (DCA) 
might be a potential ther¬ 
apy for perhaps the dead¬ 
liest of all human cancers: 
a form of brain cancer 
called glioblastoma. 

The report was pub¬ 
lished in yesterday’s edi¬ 
tion of Science Transla¬ 
tional Medicine, a journal 
of the American Associa¬ 
tion of the Advancement 
of Science. 

The multidisciplinary 
team led by Evangelos 
Michelakis, published evi¬ 
dence in 2007 that DCA 
reverses cancer growth in

non-human models and 
test tubes. DCA alters the 
metabolism of cancer and 


the way cancer handles its 
nutrient fuels, specifically 
sugars. DCA was able to 
take away cancer’s most 
important strength, the 
resistance to death. Since 
then, several independent 
groups across the world 
have confirmed the find¬ 
ings of the University of 
Alberta researchers. 

In the study published 
today, the U of A team 
found that DCA works the 
same way in patients as it 
worked in lab models. In a 
small clinical trial the re¬ 
searchers provided evi¬ 
dence that DCA may be 
safe and potentially effec¬ 
tive in some patients with 
advanced glioblastoma.

midwives and pediatricians 
want the Ontario govern¬ 
ment to develop a breast¬

They also 
want the province to stop 
companies from direct 
marketing formula to new 


moms as they leave the 
hospital. The Newman 
Breastfeeding Clinic sees 
thousands of new moms 
each year and is amazed at 
how many end up getting 
free formula sent to them, 
even when they haven’t 
signed up for such prod¬ 
ucts, said Edith Kemerman. 

“We really wonder how 


they get those names ... 
(Moms) say, ‘I didn’t sign 
up for anything, I don’t 
know how I got it.’”

Boy only survivor of 
plane crash in Libya 



The Netherlands went in¬ 
to mourning yesterday, 
shocked at the deaths of 
at least 61 Dutch citizens 
flying back from spring 
break vacations in South 
Africa on a plane that 
plunged into the Libyan 
desert near Tripoli. 

A young child, the sole 
survivor, was rushed to a 
hospital in the Libyan capi¬ 
tal for immediate surgery 
for multiple fractures of 
both legs, officials said. 

Libyan officials and the 
Dutch tourism board said 
he was a 10-year-old Dutch 
boy, but the Foreign Min¬ 
istry said it could not verify 
any details until its em¬ 
bassy official visited the 
hospital and spoke to the 
child. 

Foreign Minister Maxime 
Verhagen said, “We sup¬ 
pose he’s Dutch because he 
said ‘Holland Holland’ to 
the doctor treating him,” 
and the doctor conveyed 
that information to the 


Dutch consul. Dutch flags 
were lowered and cam¬ 
paigning for the June 9 par¬ 
liamentary election was 
suspended in respect for 
the dead. Today is already a 
religious and national holi¬ 
day, Ascension Day, when 
most banks, offices and 
stores are closed.

Latest North Korean claim dismissed as propaganda 


nuclear North Korea 
claimed yesterday that its 
scientists succeeded in cre¬ 
ating a nuclear fusion reac¬ 
tion, but experts doubted 
the isolated country actual¬ 
ly had made the break¬ 
through in the elusive 
clean-energy technology. 

Fusion nuclear reactions 
produce little radioactive 
waste, and some hope it 
could one day provide a vir¬ 
tually limitless supply of 
clean energy. North Korea’s 
main newspaper, however, 


reported that its own scien¬ 
tists achieved the feat on 
the occasion of the “Day of 
the Sun” — a North 
Korean holiday 
marking the 
birthday of the 
country’s late 
dynastic 

founder, Kim II 
Sung, in April. Of¬ 
ten, North Korea’s 
vast propaganda apparatus 
uses the occasions of holi¬ 
days honouring Kim or his 
son, current leader Kim 


Jong II, to make claims of 
great achievements that are 
rarely substantiated.

U.S. President Barack 
Obama got into the act this 
week with a convocation 
address in which he called 
out a few of the more popu¬ 
lar digital toys for their po¬ 
tentially corrosive effect on 
the citizenry: “With iPods 
and iPads and Xboxes and 
PlayStations — none of 
which I know how to work 
— information becomes a 
distraction, a diversion, a 
form of entertainment, 
rather than a tool of em¬ 
powerment, rather than 
the means of emancipa¬ 


tion.” 

On Obama’s hit list of 
four electronic brain rot¬ 
ters, two are dedicated 
video game platforms, 
which is no surprise. Video 
games and their players get 
little respect, and, in popu¬ 
lar mythology, no dates ei¬ 
ther. 

As always, there’s some 
truth to the stereotype of 
the socially withdrawn, 
perpetually celibate gamer. 
Video gaming is still a no¬ 
ticeably estrogen-poor envi¬ 
ronment, and online inter¬ 


actions can, as a result, be a 
little like Lord Of The Flies. 

Earlier this year, Game- 
Crush.com offered both a 
solution for and an ex¬ 
ploitation of this gender 
imbalance, offering male 
gamers the opportunity to 
pay to play video games 
with women, with atten¬ 
dant conversations ranging 
from “flirty” to “dirty.” If it 
all seems a little tawdry and 
desperate, GameCrush’s 
slogan, “Be a player,” does 
little to help. 

Meanwhile, gaming cul¬ 


ture seems on closer exami¬ 
nation to be a little more 
complex than assumed. Re¬ 
searchers last month pre¬ 
sented a study in which 
they interviewed male and 
female players of the online 
game World of Warcraft 
and found that relation¬ 
ships between them devel¬ 
op online much as they do 
in other contexts — by pro¬ 
gressive degrees of intima¬ 
cy. 

People who meet in the 
game sometimes develop 
lasting friendships and 


even romances that endure 
out here in the sunlight. 
Marriages are not un¬ 
known. 

How different, really, are 
couples who hook up via 
Call of Duty or Second Life 
from those who make their 
connection through eHar- 
mony or Lavalife? Two peo¬ 
ple who meet while playing 
a game they both enjoy at 
least know they’ve got one 
thing in common.

Though Mother’s Day is 
behind us, appreciate the 
mothers in your life — for 
being caregivers and for 
everything they’ve achieved 
since those white picket 
fence days. If there’s one 
thing we could do for our 
mothers, maybe give her 
house a spring cleaning. Not 
just because it’s a loving 
thing to do, but also a femi¬ 
nist one. 


Today, March for Life pro¬ 
testers will voice their dis¬ 


pleasure with Canada’s 
abortion policies on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill. I may not agree 
with them, but I support 
their right to protest; I also 
encourage those who dis¬ 
agree to show their views as 
well. 

With the public debate

The plan by the EU’s ex¬ 
ecutive commission advo¬ 
cated unprecedented 
scrutiny of countries’ 
spending plans even 
before they go to their na¬ 
tional parliaments — and 
new financial penalties for 
rulebrealcers. 

That would deepen the 
ties that bind 16 nations 
in Europe’s currency 
union and would curtail 
some nations’ power over 
their own economies in 
an attempt to keep more 
reckless spenders, like re¬ 
cently bailed-out Greece, 
from dumping their 
debts on all eurozone 
members.

Consistency is generally a 
good thing, but not being 
able to move past the sec¬ 
ond round of the playoffs is 
a trend the Canucks want 
to end. To do that, Vancou¬ 
ver needs its best players 
not to disappear once the 
regular season ends. 

A 5-1 loss to the Chicago 
Blaclchawlcs Tuesday night 
eliminated Vancouver from 


the NHL Western Confer¬ 
ence semifinal. The Blaclc- 
hawlcs won the best-of- 
seven series 4-2.

Care in times of humanitarian crisis

When a humanitarian cri¬ 
sis happens, Canadian 
nurses are often on the 
front lines healing physical 
wounds and emotional 
scars. 

In turn, many nurses who 
volunteer for humanitarian 
missions are often changed 
by their experiences just as 
much as the communities 
they help change. 

Kaaren Neufeld, president 
of the Canadian Nurses As¬ 
sociation, says nurses are 
trained to work in difficult 
situations. 

“Nurses possess a unique 
ability to deal calmly and de¬ 
cisively with traumatic, life 
and death situations while 
never becoming immune to 
the reality of human suffer¬ 
ing, even as they are faced 



pretty terrible — everything 
was just rubble and dust,” 
Sykes said. 

Speaking to Metro just 
hours before boarding an¬ 
other flight for a second tour 
in Haiti, Sykes said despite 
the challenges both logisti¬ 
cal and emotional, her mis¬ 
sion to Haiti proved to her 
humanitarian relief efforts 
are valuable. 

“This whole experience 
has taught me you really 
have to seek these things 
out to make a change in 
the

with it every day,” she said. 

Edmonton native Kim 
Sykes, 24, is an RN who 
joined a humanitarian mis¬ 
sion to Haiti after January’s 
major earthquake.

Port-au-Prince and provided 
daily relief missions to the 
outlying areas surrounding 
the capital city. 

She says the decision to 
head down was made quick¬ 
ly and the devastation when 


she arrived was 
unlike anything 
she’d ever seen before. 

“We didn’t know where 
we were going to stay or 
what organization we would 
be with, we just went. It was 


world,” Sykes said. 

Tobin Brown, 49, works in 
Oshawa and is one of only 
18 AIDS Certified Registered 
Nurses in Canada. She went 
on a humanitarian mission 
to Zimbabwe in 2005 where 
her team slept in grass- 
roofed huts and adminis¬ 
tered primary care in a city 
where 30 per cent of the to¬ 
tal population and 75 per 
cent of people in local hospi¬ 
tals had AIDS. 

Brown says her work in 
Zimbabwe taught her any¬ 
one who can give back, 
should. 

“Missions aren’t always 
only about medical need. A 
healthy person can hammer 
a nail or carry building ma¬ 
terials. Everything helps — 
it doesn’t matter whether 
you do a little or a lot. This 
work is rewarding in ways 
you can’t even predict,” 
Brown said.

I’ll go Lenin, he’ll go Trotsky’ 


Feore plays authority figure 
for laughs in commie comedy

Given Colm Feore’s habit 
of playing historical 
figures — he’s starred as 
everyone from Trudeau 
and Glenn Gould to Admi¬ 
ral Husband E. Kimmel on 
screens big and small 
— you’d imagine 
in a movie about 
the 

reincarnation of 
a Soviet politi¬ 
cian called The 
Trotsky, he must 
be playing the leg¬ 
endary Bolshevik. 

“I looked at Trotsky and 
he had hair so that was 
out,” Feore laughs. 

In fact, in the film the ac¬ 
tor plays the authoritarian 


principal of Montreal’s (fic¬ 
tional) Jacques Parizeau 
English School who tries to 
prevent Leon Bronstein 
(Jay Baruchel) — a student 
who believes he is the rein¬ 
carnation of revolutionary 
Leon Trotsky — from 
unionizing the school’s 
students. 

“I was between 
episodes of 24 so I 
hadn’t shaved,” 
he says, “and I 
thought, ‘Why 
don’t I just keep 
not shaving? I’ll 
present myself to 
(director) Jacob 
(Tierney) and say, 
‘Would this work for you? I 
think this would this give 
us a certain Lenin-esque 
feel.’ I thought, ‘I’ll go 
Lenin, he’ll go Trotsky and 


it will be eerie.’” 

Feore — who sprinkles 
his conversation with 
words like “supercilious” 
and self depreciating com¬ 
ments — has more than a 
passing resemblance to the 
Russian revolutionary. 

“We had this huge Lenin 


poster behind Jay’s head at 
one point,” he says. “Jacob 
framed the shot so that 
when I turn away I’m per¬ 
fectly framed in the poster.” 

The actor, who jumps 
back and forth between big 
budget films like the up¬ 
coming Thor, TV work and 


small films to fill in the 
gaps was taken by the 
script the moment he read 
it. 

“To me it seemed very 
springy,” he says. “It has a 
bouncy intelligence to it. 
Particularly since it came 
from young people. Right 


now I am surrounded by 
young people. I have my 
kids and I think, ‘What 
would flatter them in re¬ 
flection?’ If they see them¬ 
selves as smart and able to 
change their world, this is a 
message I would like to be 
able to send. There is some¬ 
thing heroically quixotic 
about the way Jay’s charac¬ 
ter forces his way down his 
path.” 

The movie has earned 
comparisons to Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off, and oth¬ 
er American teen come¬ 
dies but Feore says it 
“probably couldn’t have 
been made anywhere else. 
The Canadian-ness of this 
film is our genius for sub¬ 
version while playing it 
straight. It’s not tongue-in- 
cheek. ... I like that the 
gags are layered in and it 
works on a second view¬ 
ing. There are political 
statements under the po¬ 
litical statements.”

Damon Wayans now has 
the unique distinction of 
having both Homey D. 
Clown and a novel to his 
credits. 

The 49-year-old comedi¬ 
an, whose career has 
spanned 1984’s Beverly 
Hills Cop to the early 
2000s sitcom My Wife and 
Kids, recently chatted 
about how he came to join 
the ranks of novelists. 

How did you 
decide to write 
Red Hats? 

I was stuck as an 
artist in terms of 
what I wanted to 
do next. When you do TV 
and you get into syndica¬ 
tion, you get lazy. ... So I 
went to Europe. I was kind 
of frustrated. I ran into Li¬ 


onel Richie at a restaurant 
and he was like, ‘We all get 
so caught up as artists try¬ 
ing to do something so ex¬ 
traordinary that we get 
lost.’

1 tbsp olive oil 
1 lb fusilli pasta 
5 tbsp unsalted butter 

1 tbsp lemon juice 

2 tbsp chopped parsley 
1/3 cup grated parmesan 
cheese, plus more for serv¬ 
ing 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 425°F. 

2. Snap the tough bottom 
stalks off the asparagus 
and discard. Spread aspara¬ 
gus on a rimmed sheet 
pan, drizzle with olive oil 
and season with salt and 
pepper. Toss on sheet pan 
until completely coated. 
Roast in oven, shaking pan 
occasionally, until tips of 
spears are golden brown 
and stalks are just tender, 
about 10 minutes for medi¬ 
um thick spears, 5 to 6 
minutes for thinner ones. 
Chop into 2-inch long 


pieces and set aside. 

3. Meanwhile, set a large 
pot of salted water over 
high heat and bring to a 
boil. Add pasta and cook to 
al dente according to pack¬ 
age instructions. Drain pas¬ 
ta, reserving 1 cup pasta 
water. Set pasta aside. Dry 
pot and return to medium 
heat. Add butter and melt. 
Continue to cook butter 
until it becomes pale gold¬ 
en brown in colour, about 
3 to 4 minutes. Add the 
lemon juice and asparagus 
and stir. Add the Parmesan 
cheese and toss with pasta. 
Add some of the reserved 
water if pasta seems dry. 
Stir in parsley and season 
to taste with salt and pep¬ 
per. Divide pasta among 4 
plates and garnish with 
more Parmesan.
